Ads, Commiſſions, or other warrands whatſomever auforizing it, 

to be, from and after the firſt day of December, this preſei: year, one 

thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy three, vacated, void and ill 'And 

in order thereunto, His Majeſy, with advice and conſent oi His Eſtates 

of Parliament, Doth hereby Reſcind and Annull, all angfundry the 

Contracts, which in proſecution of this Pre-emption, were entred-into by the Sale-maſters, and theſe 

perſons who, by warrand of the Commiſſioners of His Majeſties T heſaurie, contracted with tłem for the 

ſale of their Salt. And declares the ſaids Contracts and every of them to be void and nul, after the 

ſaid firſt of December next to come: It is alwayes hereby declared, that theſe Contracts are to ſtand goo 

to all intents and purpoſes therein contained, for all the Salt that ĩs or ſhallbe made before the ſaid firſt day of 
December, Likeas the King's Majeſty, for the en- couragement of the Manufactute of Salt, and for the Ar- 
ther eaſe of His good Subjects, Doth hereby declare, all Salt made or to be made within this Kingdom, to be 
henceforth free = payment of Exciſe. And further, His Majeſ#e, with advice foreſaid, allowes the im- 


portation of forraign Salt; And Statutes and Ordains, that ilk boll of forraign Salt of Zinlithgov meaſure , 


ſhall pay fourty ſhillings Scots of Exciſe , whether the Salt be imployed on Fiſhes or not; and that ſecu- 
rity ſhall be given at the entrie of the Salt, that this Exciſe ny be compleatly payed within year 
and day after the importation thereof: And in conſideration of the Exemption which the forraign Salt em- 

eſty Declares, That all exported Fiſhes , whether 


ployed on Fiſhes had from Exciſe. formerly; His If q | 
Herring, Salmond, or others, ſhall be in time coming free from the paiment of Cuſtom, 


Likeas, His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, doth Inhibjr' and the Collectors -and Farmers of 
Exciſe, upon any pretexty-to. ve any eate or abaremento(-chioſaid-fourry lings of Exciſe i upon ill 
boll of Forraigu Salt, under the pain of deprivation, if they be Collectors, and the loſs ol tie bneeſit of 
theirtack of the Exciſe, it they be Farmers; and of ſuch further puniſhment as the Lords of Exchequer ſhall 

- think fit to inflict. And to the end it may be known, what quantities of Forraign Salt are truely entred, His 
Miajeſiy, with advice foreſaid, Ordains the ſeverall Collectors of Exciſe, from time to time, to make pa- 
tent to any of the Owners of Salt, or theſe having their Warrand, their Books, in ſo far as concerns the 
entrie of Forraign Salt. And if the Salt- owners, or their Factors, ſhall find any quantity conceal d or im- 
bezel'd, or that there is abatement given of the duty , chat are hereby warranded to purſue the tranſ- 
grefſours before the Lords of Exchequer : And ſhall have for their own uſe, the equal half of the ſeiſure- 
cConcealment, or abatement reſpectivꝭ, which ſhall be ſo diſcovered by them. And His Majeſtdeth, withadvice 
forelaid, Reſcind and Aunull ary tormer Acts of Parliament, or clauſes therein, relating to the Exciſe of Salt, 
which are inconſiſtent with, and prejudicial unto, the intent of this Act: And Declares, that ſo long as 
the Exciſe continues, this ſhall be the conſtant rule for regulating rhe Exciſe of Salt, and the cuſtom thereof 


to continue as ĩt is in the Book of Rates, 
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
